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MPLA drives foes 
near Zaire border 


LONDON (AP) — Soviet-backed forces 
in northern Angola are driving their 
Western-supported rivals toward the Zaire 
border, 
British 
and 
Yugoslav 
correspondents in Luanda reported today 
Dispatches to the London Financial 
Times and Tanjug, the official Yugoslav 
news agency, reported that the Marxist 
Popular Movement (MPLA) had cap­ 


tured Ambriz, 70 miles north of Luanda; 
its airfield; and Ambrizete. 40 miles 
farther up the coast. 
The London Telegrap h’s cor­ 
respondent in Luanda, the MPL.A 
capital, said the National F'ront (FNLA) 
still held only one town in northwest 
Angola. Santo Antonio do Zaire, and it 
was threatened. 
U. S. analysts eying 
Soviet naval buildup 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Based on re­ 
cent movements by' Russian warships. 
U S intelligence sources .say the Soviet 
Union may be preparing a further 
buildup of its naval strength off the West 
African coast within cruising distance of 
Angola. 


The concern of U.S. analysts is 
sharpened by the reported presence of 
four Russian naval tankers, which U.S. 
experts say could enable the Soviet navy 
to sustain a larger force than is now- 
located within a few day’s cruising dis­ 
tance from Angola. 


Meanwhile, U.S. intelligence has been 
tracking a 19,000-ton Sverdlov class 
cruiser, which has moved through the 
western Mediterranean toward Gibralter 
in recent days, and a 5200-ton Kashin 
class guided-missile destroyer which has 
been spotted southeast of Portugal 
The destination of these warships still 
is uncertain, but intelligence reports re­ 


aching the Pentagon suggest they may­ 
be sent to reinforce other Russian naval 
vessels already off West Africa. 
The W’hite House has expressed dis­ 
may at the growth of Soviet naval power 
in the area at a time when the United 
States is pushing for an end to outside in­ 
tervention in Angola’s civil war. 
Within the past two weeks. Russia has 
sent a 7,500-ton Kresta 11 class guided- 
missile cruiser and a .3,900-ton Kotlin 
class guided-missile destroyer into W’est 
African waters Previously, the Soviet 
Navy had positioned an amphibious ship 
off Angola. 
None of these ships now is close to the 
Angolan coast, but their pre.sence in the 
West African area is regarded by U S of­ 
ficials as a display of Soviet military 
muscle designed by Moscow to influence 
the outcome of the Angolan civil war in 
favor of the pro-Communist Popular 
Movement for the Liberation of Angola 
(MPLA) 


Tanjug said the MPLA forces were .37 
miles from the border 
All the information apparently came 
from MPL.A sources in Luanda, and 
there was no indication that any of the 
correspondents were observing the fight­ 
ing first-hand 
But information from 
FNLA sources outside Angola indicated 
the reports from Luanda were accurate 
Santo .Antonio is on the coast 80 miles 
north of Ambrizete, at the mouth of the 
Congo nver. which forms the border be­ 
tween .Angola and Zaire at that point 
.Angola's richest offshore oilfields are 
located off Santo .Antonio, and the oil- 
rich Cabinda enclave which the MPLA 
already controls is to the north across a 
20-mile tongue of Zaire territory 
More than 7,000 Cuban combat tnxips 
are reported spearheading the MPLA 
thru.st, with Soviet-supplied tanks and 
heavy-caliber artillery. The Telegraph 
reported that barrages by Cuban- 
commanded artillery- units were decisive 
in dislodging FNLA troops from several 
positions in the drive north 
The victories put the MPL.A in control 
of nearly- all northern Angola and a big 
strip of the central highlands running 
from Luanda to the Zambian border The 
National Union. UNIT.A. which is aided 
by South African forces, holds southern 
Angola 
The British correspondents said the 
MPLA claimed to have captured about 
2.0(X) FNLA troops and that many of 
them were regular Zairean troops. 
Zaire’s President Joseph Mobutu is a 
brother-in-law of the FNLA leader. 
Holden Roberto, and is the FNLA’s main 
foreign ally.

FEC to investigate 
M orton selection 


A ppeals court upholds 
Boston school ruling 


BOSTON (AP) — The Boston School 
Ckimmittee says it will ask the U.S. 
Supreme Court to reverse a lower court 
ruling upholding the court-ordered plan 
for integration of the city’s public 
schools. 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals, ac­ 
cusing committee members of “ re­ 
sistance. defiance and delay.” upheld ev­ 
ery aspect of the busing program or­ 
dered last May by U.S. District Court 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity. 
School (^mmittee Chairman John J. 
McDonough said he was "extremely dis­ 
appointed” with the decision of the three- 
judge panel and said he would petition 
the high court within the next 90 days to 
hear an appeal. 
“ It was our feeling Judge Garrity had 
overstepped his bounds in the remedies 
he prescribed,” McDonough said 


He said he thought the judge had in­ 
volved himself improperly in purely 
educational issues that went beyond the 
desegregation plan. 


“ I feel the court of appeals walked 
right up to the question, looked it right in 
the eye and walked away,” he added. 


In its 51-page decision, the appeals 
court said. “The overriding fact of the 
matter is that the district court in this 
ca.se had to deal with an intransigent and 
obstructionist school committee majori­ 
ty. The.se elected officials engaged in a 
pattern of resistance, defiance and de­ 
lay.” 


McDonough countered. “This has not 
been an obstructionist school committee 
in that we followed Judge Garrity’s or­ 
der. But he wanted us to go beyond that. 
No other city has been asked to do that,”

.John CarLson said white House counsel 
Philip Buchen asked for the meeting with 
FFX Chairman Thomas B. Curtis and 
commi.ssion coun.sel John G. Murphy “to 
explore their questions and concerns’’ 
over Morton’s new- position 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Fred Harris filed a complaint letter with 
the FEC Wednesday night, calling for a 
“full investigation and full disclosure 
concerning the mixed White House 
House and political duties of 
Morton” 
Curtis al.so expres.sed concern about the 
appointment. 
Carlson described Buchen’s meeting 
with the FEC as “a listening ses.sion ” 
Asked if there was concern in the 
White House that Morton may be break­ 
ing the law- in his new- $44,6(X)-a-year job, 
Carg.son said; “ It is .safe to say the Presi­ 
dent and his .staff will totally and com­ 
pletely obey the letter and spirit of the 


law just as they expt'ct every other can­ 
didate to do” 
.An F'EC spokesman .said the complaint 
b y Harris wou ld n ot b e b rou gh t u p d u rin g 
tod ay's com m ission m eetin g, alth ou gh 
commissioners might Ix' advised of it 
during a clo.sed executive .se.ssion.

M oore 
sentenced 
to life 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Sara Jane 
Moore, onetime F^BI informant with 
radical connections, today became the 
second woman in a month to be sen­ 
tenced to life in pnson for attempting to 
kill President Ford 
lit'fore she was sentenced by U S Dis- 
nct Court .Judge Samuel Conti, Miss 
M(K)re read a lengthy statement detail­ 
ing her political beliefs and what she said 
led her to fire a shot at President Ford on 
Sept 22 
She said she was not sorry for try ing to 
shoot the President, except that she ■ac­ 
complished little than to throw- away the 
rest of my life 
I tried because it ex­ 
pressed my feelings at the time and 
could have triggered the kind of chaos to 
bring the upheaval of needed change ” 
.She descnbt'd how she had Ix'come in­ 
volved with the pt'ace movement, the 
Black Panther party and other activi.st 
groups that forced her "to face the raw 
reality of the things 1 had spoken of 
fx'fore '■ 
She said her involvement with these 
groups helped her to Ix'come sym 
p;ithetie to "those who found their only 
recourse in violence” 
After the sentencing, there was a loud 
cry- of protest from .Joyce Halvorsen, a 
fnend who had previously rented the 
apartment .Miss Moore lived in at the 
time of the shooting 
The matronly divorcee read her state­ 
ment in a clear voice, facing the judge in 
the same slacks, blouse and vest she had 
w'orn in other court appt*arances Judge 
Qinti leaned his chin on his hand as he 
listened to her 


She was arre.sted Sept 22. moments 
after she fired a pistol at Ford as he 
•Stepped from a downtowm hotel here The 
shot was deflected and the President 
escaped injury 


.Miss Moore first pleaded innocent But 
in a surprise move, she switched her plea 
to guilty on Dec 16. declanng she had 
'Wilfully and knowingly" tried to kill 
F’ord 


Reading from a written statement, she 
cited alleged U S involvement in a.s- 
sassination plots against foreign leaders 
and said. "When any government uses 
assassination 
to put down di.s.sent 
it 
must expect that tool to be turned back 
against it ” 
Conti accepted the plea change but ex- 
pre.sscd concern about her refusal to say 
under oath whether anyone encouraged 
her or helped plan the altempl. 
Alth ou gh p rosecu tors said th ey h ad n o 
evid en ce of con sp iracy 
Con ti said h e 
was “not completely satisfied” with Miss 
Moore’s .statements and urged her to 
give probation officers information on 
the possible involvement of others. He 
said such a di.sclosure “could assi.st in 
possible mitigation of sentence” 
.Miss .Moore is the .second person con­ 
victed under the special federal law 
pas.sed by Congress in the aftermath of 
President Johm F Kennedy’s assassina­ 
tion in 1963 The first person. Lynette 
"Squeaky” F'romme. a member of the 
Charles Manson cult, was sentenced to 
life imprisonment on Dec 17 .A jury' con­ 
victed her of trying to kill Ford when she 
pointed a gun at him Sept, 5 in 
.Sacramento. Calif

Study shows vo- tech ratio at SFCC highest in state 


Between 55 and 75 members of area high 
school boards of education, as well as 
administrators, are expected to meet with 
the State Fair Community College Board of 
Trustees and two state Department of 
Education officials next week to discuss 
the 
problems 
of 
vocational-technical 
education, SFCC President Fred Davis said 
Wednesday night. 
The annpuncement was made following 
SFCC’s regular monthly board meeting, at 
which Vice President Dr. Marvin Fielding 
and Dean of Vocational Education Nila 
Hibdon presented a 30 to 40-page “ impact 
study” on the present status of vocational- 


technical education in the area. 
The 
vocational-technical 
meeting 
is 
scheduled for 7;30 p.m. Wednesday at the 
college’s student union Area Supervisor 
Jerome Evans and B. W. Robinson, 
assistant 
commissioner 
in 
charge 
of 
vocational-technical education, will be 
representing the state. 
The study highlights the benefits that 
both the area high schools and SFCC 
receive by high school students using SFCC 
vocational-technical facilities. The study 
was made to give the board members 
background information for Wednesday's 
meeting. Davis said. 


The study pointed out that about 500 post- 
secondary- students are enrolled in fulltime 
vocational-technical programs at SFCC 
during the day, while 257 high school 
students use the facilities on a part-time 
basis. Davis also said that SFCC had the 
highest percentage in the state, 61 per cent, 
of college students enrolled in vocational- 
technical programs. 
Fielding 
said 
SFCC’s 
current 
arrangement with area high schools, in 
which high school students take vocational- 
technical courses at SFCC, was a “ good 
recruiting vehicle for SFCC.” He said a 
high percentage of area high school 


students who had taken courses at SFCC 
while in high school later attended SFCC 


Davis also cited the economic advantage 
of 
the 
present 
vocational-technical 
arrangement 
He said the area high 
schools, which pay the college for their 
students’ use of the college’s vocational- 
technical facilities, are vital to some of the 
college’s 
programs, such as welding 
Without the participation of the high school 
students, 
Davis 
said, 
such 
programs 
probably could not exist. 


Davis also pointed out the benefit of a 
smooth “ transition from the high school to 


the p(^t-secondar>- school" that is gained 
by the current arrangement. 


He .said the arrangement was "the most 
efficient and practical way" for both high 
schools and SFCC to offer vocational- 
technical education. He added, however, 
that "if we have to limit enrollment." we ll 
have to limit high school enrollment ." 
Board member John Ragland asked at 
one point if the high schools were giving 
“ their fair share ” After P'ielding replied 
that he thought they were financially. 
Ragland later restated his question, asking

Vatican reiterates stance against premarital sex 


VATICAN CITY (AP) -- Assailing "the unbridled ex­ 
altation of sex.” the Vatican today renewed the Roman 
Catholic Church’s condemnation of sex outside marriage but 
broke new ground in its treatment of homosexuals. 


While condemning homosexuality as intrinsically wrong, 
the Vatican statement drew a distinction between “transi­ 
tory” and “ incurable” homosexuals. It said the latter should 
“be treated with understanding” and “their culpability 
judged with prudence ” 


The 6.000-word “ Declaration on Certain Questions Qin- 
ceming Sexual Ethics" was issued by the Sacred Congrega­ 
tion for the Doctrine of F'aith with the approval of Pope Paul 
•VI 


Vatican experts .said the document was aimed at those 
persons challenging the traditional sexual morals of the 
church, including some priests and theologians. Among the 
sexual acts condemned in the .statement were premarital .sex 
and masturbation. 


The president of the United States Qmference of Bishops. 
Archibishop Joseph L. Bernardin of Cincinnati, called the 
document a "clear, pastoral and timely proclamation of val­ 
ues which are fundamental to the defense of human dignity” 


The Vatican declaration asked parents and teachers to 
educate the young on sexual matters with prudence and with 
"information suited to their age.” It said the mass media, the 
entertainment world and artists and writers “ must show tact. 


discretion, moderation and a true sense of values." so as not to 
add to “ the growing permissiveness of behavnor " 


“The corruption of morals has increa.sed. and one of the 
most serious indications of this corruption is the unbndled 
exaltation of sex.” the declaration said. 


“The sexual function has its true meaning and moral recti­ 
tude only in true marriage ’’ 


It said masturbation is a “ seriously disordered act." pre­ 
marital .sexual relations are “contrary to Christian doc­ 
trine.” and “ homosexual acts are intrinsically disordered 
and can in no case be approved of ” 


But it said a distinction is drawn, “ and it seems with some 


rea.son. bc'tween homosexuals whose tendency comes from a 
false education, from a lack of normal sexual development, 
from habit, from bad example, or from other similar causes, 
and is transitory or at Ica.st not incurable; and homosexuals 
who are definitely such oecause of some kind of innate in­ 
stinct or a pathological constitution judged to be incurable.” 


It said this latter category of homosexuals must be treated 
by the Church “ with understanding and sustained in the hope 
of overcoming their personal difficulties and their inability 
to fit into .society Their culpability will be judged with 
prudence Rut no pastoral method can be employed which 
would give moral justification to these actions on the 
grounds that they would bt' consonant with the condition of 
such people”

Belfield, a retired Krey Pack­ 
ing Co.. employe, had operated 
the confectionery for about 12 
years. 


his wife Tina, police reported 
Authonties said the murder 
warrant was served to Lenza 
Wednesday at the St 
Louis 
County Jail, where he has been 
held since shortly after his wife 
was found dead in a bathtub at 
the Richmond Heights home of 
her parents on Dec 12 Her 
mother, Mrs 
Beverly Wolff, 
has been missing since that 
time 
Police said Mrs Lenza’s sis­ 
ter, Alicia Wolff, 18, told them 
she saw Lenza load a heavy 
cardboard barrel into his van 
and drive off from her parents’ 
home shortly before she went 
into the house and found her 
sister’s body. 
Lenza was arrested the next 
day at the home of a friend in 
Columbia, Mo. 
Authonties said an intensive 
land and air search of the area 
between St Louis and Colum­ 
bia has turned up no sign of the 
cardboard barrel or Mrs. Wolff 
If convicted on the murder 
charge, Lenza will face man­ 
datory execution under Mis­ 
souri’s new capital murder law 
that became effective Sept. 28

Dear Reader — At least your 
story will serve as a bad 
example to teach others. Loss of 
hair from dieting is well known. 
Dr Ancel Keys’ group at the 
University of Minnesota put a 
group of young men on a 1600 
calorie a day diet. They had 
been 
quite 
active 
and 
aaustomed to consuming over 
3000 calories a day. 
They lost weight all right. But 
they 
developed 
personality 
changes, loss of sex drive and 
loss of hair. 
Starvation diets are not a do- 
it-yourself 
program. 
They 
usually cause the person to lose 
muscle, not just fat. Your 
body’s use of energy at rest is 
related to the pounds of muscle 
you have. If you lose muscles 
then it is harder to prevent 
obesity after the diet than it was 
before. Almost all crash diets or

to faint. 
However, pressures of 90 over 
60 or even 50 are common 
without causing any symptoms 
at all.

as

medical problem or disease (if 
any) that causes it. as might 
occur in tuberculosis or low 
function of the adrenal gland or 
with a severe attack of low 
blood sugar.

passes House, 


sent to Senate 


JEFFERSON CITY. Mo (AP) — A 
measure making it easier for counties 
to form charter gov ernments was giv en 
final ap p rov al in the Mi.ssouri House to­ 
day and sent to the Senate for further 
consideration. 
The so-called "home rule" bill is the 
first p iece of legislation to be sent from 
one house to another during this session, 
with the ex cep tion of the v etoed nursing 
bill sent from the Senate to the House 
Wednesday 
The Senate v oted to ov erride Gov . 
Christop her S Bond’s v eto of the Nurse 
Practices Act. and House leaders are 
hop eful the sam e two-thirds v ote can be 
mastered in their chamber 
The home rule measure ap p rov ed to­ 
day would grant the p ower to form 
charter forms of gov ernment to all of 
M issouri’s counties. C urrently that 
p ower rests only with those counties 
hav ing more than 85.000 residents. 
The resolution also would reduce the 
required p ercentage of p etition signers 
from ‘20 to 8 p er cent of those v oting in 
the last gulx 'm atorial election needed to 
p lace the charter gov ernment p rop osal 
on the ballot in each county . 
Since the m easure amends the state 
con.stitution. it would hav e to be ap ­ 
p rov ed by v oters in a statewide election.

Ancient art taught just in time 


BIN G EN . Wa.sh 
(A P) — 
The ancient and refined In­ 
dian art of basket weaving is 
being taught at the Adult 
Learning Center here — but 
only to Indians. 
Some 28 students are also 
learning to stnng beads and 
make moccasins at college 
classes aimed at recapturing 
the nearly lost skills de­ 
veloped by their ancestors 
over thousands of years. 
Most of the 28 students are 


from the Klickitat tribe, part 
of the Yakima nation. They 
meet three evenings each 
week at the center, just 
opened by Clark College in the 
old Bingen Elem entary School 
building. 
Teaching basket weaving is 
Elsie Thomas, 65, who learned 
the ancient art as a child from 
her parents Ross Brewer, di­ 
rector of evening in.struction 
at Clark College, says she is 
one of the last persons in the 


world with this knowledge. 
She started her instruction 
in November by taking her 
pupils far into the mountains 
to dig cedar roots. They also 
gathered bear grass from an 
area in which their ancestors 
gleaned basket materials in 
the misty past. 
Baskets woven by Indians 
from the Pacific Northwe.st 
employ a technique known as 
coiled basketry. One feature 
is an overlay decoration, ap­ 


plied as the basket is sewn. 
Each basket is built up with 
coils of the cedar roots, while 
grasses and thin bark that is 
dyed various colors are used 
for the designs. 
The baskets woven by Mrs 
Thomas could sell for $85 to 
$185, says Nettie Kuneki, coor­ 
dinator of the evening pro­ 
gram 
“ I doubt if we — the stu­ 
dents — could ever get that 
good,” she said

Ammonia solution saves milky glass

D EAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with grocery stores that 
put coupons with products and then you have to buy five 
dollars worth of groc-eries to take advantage of the sale 
pric-es. A lot (rf people do not need so many things at the time 
and cannot afford to spend so much. — MRS. H . F. 
D EAR PO LLY — Mrs J.H wanted to know how to clean 
her French fry basket after each use. I pour all the grease out 
of the pan and refrigerate it. Then fi)l the pan with hot water 
and add one-fourth cup dishwasher detergent Put the basket 
in and let it boil while cleaning othe|[ things. — MRS. G .FM 
D EA RPO LLY - In response to Mrs. J H.’s query about 
cleaning her wire French fry basket, I want to tell her how to 
make the job easier. First spray it generously with a no-stick 
pan spray before putting in the fries When finished I put the 
basket in hot soapy water and find cleaning much easier. — 
M .B. 
D EAR PO LLY — I have a solution for those people who 
like to wear their shirt tails out and find they curl up at the 
bottom. I have a shirt with rounded tails that always turned 
up in a roll at the bottom, until I started to spray the bottom 
with spray starch, ironed it and now it stays down perfectly 
smooth. -M .L.L. 


D EAR F^ LLY — I have a hint for the lady who could not 
remove dry blood stains. If the stain has not been 
permanently set by something she may have tried previously, 
ordinary peroxide should remove it. She may have to soak 
the stain several times. Fresh peroxide should “ boil" the 
blood to the surface and then it is easily removed with a 
damp doth. (Polly’s note — Test first to see effect of per­ 
oxide on color and fabric.) 
* 
Empty thread spools are ideal for use in macramè work 
They can be matched as to size and then varnished or painted 
the desired color. If one does not wish to use them full size 
cut in half. To easily paint the spools, space on a string and 
spray paint without getting messy fingers. —• M ARY F. 


Polly’s problem 


DEAR PO LLY — I have some tumblers that belonged to 
my mother-in-law that I believe to be Sandwich glass. They 
have become quite milky looking from being put in the 
dishwasher I have tried removing this look by using oils, 
steel wool pads, a drying agent and alcohol but nothing 
helped. I hope you or one of the readers will have a 
si^estion. — ANN 


DEAR ANN — I suggest that you put a diluted solution 
(rf household amonia in each glass, and let it stand a while. 
You might also try shaking tea leaves and vinegar in the 
tumblers. If they are truly old Sandwich glass I would handle 
them most carefully. They are a treasure to have. — POLLY.

WASHINGTON — Of all the Chinese 
leaders I hav e been acquainted with, Cho u 
En-lai was the o nly o ne it was impo ssible 
to kno w. 
Ev en in

ing po ker — o r per­ 
haps, mo re accurately , 
bridg e — sizing 
y o u 
up, fig uring the ang les 
and 
percentag es, 
us­

po se he had in mind. 
He said the thing s calculated to g et the 
respo nses he desired 


One nev er knew what he really tho ug ht, 
o nly what he wanted y o u to think he 
tho ug ht at that particular time. 


By co ntrast, y o u knew where the o ther 
tq) Co mmunists sto o d in their capital 
Yenan in the 1940s And ex actly ho w they 
felt. Mao Tse-tung . Peng Te-husi. Lin Piao . 
Chen Yi. Chu Teh. Yeh Chietv -y ing . Yo u 
co uld like them, hate them, o r despise 
them and their tho ug hts. But y o u knew 
what they were. Because they to ld y o u in 
no uncertain terms. Their bluntness made 
clear ho w they reg arded y o u and any ideas 
y o u mig ht hav e 


They 
were 
blunt. 
Ro ug h. 
Stro ng . 
Brilliant and sing leminded. 


In my eig ht mo nths in Yenan during 
Wo rld War II, the last half o f that time as 
acting co mmander o f the co mbined U. S. 
military -diplo matic 
missio n 
to

Co mmunist capital, I dealt daily with the 
men who then, and in co nsiderable 
measure since hav e ruled mainland China. 
So me hav e g o ne do wn; o thers, lo wer in the 
py ramid, hav e co me up. The ranks thinned 
in

and 
ex co mmunicatio ns. But Mao and Cho u, 
Teng and Yeh and a handful o f o thers 
remained 


Western diplo mats, mo st o f who m did 
no t kno w intimately Cho u’s backg ro und as 
o ne-time 
leader 
o f 
stro ng -arm 
and 
assassinatio n squads in Shang hai and his 
o ppo rtunistic flips, flo ps and intrig ues 
ag ainst ev en his clo se asso ciates within the 
Co mmunist party , were fascinated by his 
culture, 
his 
g rasp 
o f 
lang uag e 
and 
diplo macy , his sweet reaso nableness with 
wo rds in a g o v ernment o f men who se 
lang uag e 
was 
o ften 
ro ug h, 
abrasiv e, 
abusiv e 
and 
ex tremist. 
They 
came, 
therefo re, to think o f Cho u as a mo derate, 
friendly prag matist, no t caug ht up in the 
fanaticism which seemed to surro und him. 


To g iv e Cho u his due, fo r all his 
ruthlessness and his dev io us way s, he was 
an 
intellectual, 
a 
Mandarin, 
who se 
ex tended studies and cultured manner 
wo uld make him a stando ut in any so cial o r 
diplo matic g athering . And he has an 
appreciatio n o f beauty and fo rm in liv ing 
and dress ev en in the cav es o f Yenan, 
which were in deep co ntrast to that o f mo st 
o f his peers in the party leadership. 


He was no t o ne who seemed to enjo y the 
so mewhat free-wheeling reg ular Saturday 
ev ening bam dances in Yenan indulg ed in 
with o bv io us enjo y ment and v ig o r by 
almo st all o f the o ther party big wig s, 
including Mao . 


There are tho se who wo rry abo ut the 
effect o f Cho u’s death o n U. S.-Chinese 
relatio ns. They see Cho u as the man, o n the 
Chinese side, who o pened the do o r. 


No w it is true that Cho u was the o fficial 
who handled the matter. And it is true to o 
that ev en back in the Yenan day s in the 
1940s Cho u believ ed the U. S. had much to 
o ffer. But then, so did Mao and a g o o dly 
chunk o f the rest o f the leadership. What 
must be remembered is that Cho u co uld 
no t hav e mo v ed to ward o pening the do o r to 
the U. S. witho ut the co ncurrence o f the 
majo rity o f China’s effectiv e leadership, 
including Mao . 


Relatio ns with China may chang e fo r o ne 
reaso n o r ano ther. But it will no t be 
because 
o f 
Cho u’s 
death. 
Tho se 
relatio nships, 
ho wev er, 
will, 
mo st 
certainly , beco me mo re turbulent o n the 
surface. The blunt sty le o f men like Tang 
Hsiao -ping will likely prev ail. There wo n’t 
be Cho u’s silky wo rds. 'That is, there may 
be ro ug h diplo matic seas ahead and stro ng 
v erbal ex chang es. But we’ll mo re likely 
kno w accurately where we stand in Chinese 
ey es.

— as The Associated Press 1975 
Female Athlete of the Year. 
Miss Evert, who won the AP 
honor in 1974, repeated after 
winning a record $362227 in 
prize money and captu ring 14 
tou rnaments, inclu ding the U .S. 
Open, the French and Italian 
opens and the U.S. Clay Cou rt 
championship.

votes in a nationwide panel of

Sandra Palmer, the 
leading money winner on the 
Ladies Professional Golf Asso- 
ciaUon tou r, was ru nner-u p 
with 64 votes. Anne Marie Mo- 
ser-Proell, who won a record 
fifth consecu tive World Cu p in 
international skiing before re­ 
tiring. was third with 15 votes. 


Billie Jean King, a two-time 
AP Athlete who was Miss Ev­ 
ert's nemesis u ntil she retired 
from singles competiUon follow- 


ing her victory at Wimbledon, 
was fou rth with six votes, and 
Olympic gymnast Olga Korbu t, 
the 1972 winner, was fifth with 
five votes.

enough to sue

A famous American once 
said. “ God heals and the doctor 
takes the fee." 
And how those fees have been 
soaring in the last two or three 
years with very little recourse 
for the patient' Yet. we hear 
cries of anguish and alarm from 
the “ medicine men” because of 
the 
skyrocketing 
costs 
of 
malpractice insurance But has 
it occurred to the doctors that, 
in some cases, they might be 
responsible 
for 
encouraging 
people to sue’’ R ipoffs and 
frastrations can lead individuals 
— who once would never have 
considered or instituted such a 
suit — to take a doctor to court. 
My wife Gerry and 1, for 
example 
We 
have 
been 
fortunate in having had an 
understanding 
and 
efficient 
family doctor wherever we have 
lived. But a year ago Gerry had 
a distressing experience with a 
local (Florida) physician who 
was a specialist in dermatology 
And. parenthetically, a friend 
gave 
me 
a 
wonderful 
description 
of 
a 
medical 
spTecialist — “ A doctor with half 
as many patients and twice as 
much money ." 
She had been treated for 
many years by a New York City 
dermatologist for 
what 
she 
termed “ whiteheads,” 
which 
form around her forehead. She 
phoned a local dermatologist 
for 
an 
appointment. 
When 
asked what her problem was, 
she answered she had none, just 
wanted whiteheads removed for 
cosmetic reasons. She inquired 
about the fee and was told it 
would be $25. 
When she met the doctor he 
announced he would remove 
half of them that day and the 
others on another visit This 


seemed 
odd, 
because 
the 
smaller the whitehead, the less 
chance of scarring. Gerry had 
been told, and previously this 
was always done in one visit. 
The entire procedure took 10 
minutes. She was about to write 
a check for $25 when the 
secretary handed her a bill for 
$90 Gerry protested and the 
secretary said there was an

for

removal of each whitehead It 
was the first time we had 
experienced having a dwtor do 
piece work, like a tailor or 
shoemaker

night friends insisted we stop

This was reported to the 
physician's secretary, with an 
offer to pay the original $25 fee

returned 
my 
wife’s call and screamed into 
the phone that this was a 
surgical 
procedure and that 
they 
were 
tumors 
he 
liad 
removed Gerry questioned why 
no biopsies had been made if 
they were tumors And why did 
he refer to them as “ milias" on 
the Medicare form and she told 
him 
the 
dictionary 
defines 
“ milias” as “ seeds formed by 
sweat glands.” 
He then offered to cut $15 
from the bill, which we refused 
to accept and he screamed. 
"Then I’ll sue you!" 
We 
were subjected 
to a 
barrage of phone calls and 
letters from a collection agency 
that 
threatened 
us 
with 
destruction of our credit rating 
These were followed by a few 
letters 
from 
a 
lawyer 
threatening a suit for the $90 
plus additioniil costs.

with Bond's budget

(AP) — Both House and Senate 
appropriation committee chair­ 
men disagree with Gov. Christ­ 
opher S Bond’s proposed $2 6 
billion budget, and at least one 
said he would attempt to re­ 
duce the governor's total fig­ 
ure 
Bond addressed a joint ses­ 
sion of the General Assembly 
Wednesday with what he called 
a “ carefully balanced budget.” 


Bond recommended general 
tax expenditures for the year 
beginning in July of $1.2 billion. 
He said there is no tax increase 
needed for the state now or in 
the foreseeable future under his 
proposed spending plan. 


Sen. Norman Merrell, D-Mon- 
ticello, disagreed with Bond’s 
assessment of his own budget, 
maintaining the total figure 
was too high for the state’s fi­ 
nancially hardpressed monetary 
resources 


“ The state cannot afford such 
an elaborate budget,” Merrell, 
chairman of the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee, said 
He said he will urge his com­ 
mittee to cut back on the total 
expenditure Bond suggested, 
and would nropose a shift in 
budgetary pnonties. 
Merrell said the re-estab­ 
lishment of legislative priorities 
would be made to “ fit within a 
framework that citizeas of the 
state of .Missouri can still af­ 
ford.” 
House Appropriations Chair­ 
man James “Jay” Russell of 
Florissant refused to comment 
at length on the budget mes­ 
sage, but 
said 
he thought 
Bond’s speech was “ politically 
put.” 
Speaker Pro Tern Richard 
DeCoster said the House might 
better spend its time, rather 
than listening to Bond's speech, 
by working and reading the 
propsals in the papers later.
